J. D Phillips of Mardela 
Springs was appointed oyster inspector 
for Wicomico county, with head quart- 
ersat Nanticoke, Mr. Phillips’ duties 
will cover the months of September to 
April inclusive, and he will get a com- 
pensation of $50 per month for the 
eight months of the year in which he is 
actually employed. 

“Everybody's Magazine,” published 
in New York, has an interesting article 
in the September number, from which 
the following is taken; 

When one learns that twenty-three 
million bushels of oysters are opened 
annually in the United States, the fact, 
beeauee of the very largeness of it. is not 
easily grasped. It may be better, there- 
fore, to restrict attention for the mom- 
ent to one producing locality, the Ches- 
apeake, from which the bulk of this gi- 
gantic output is derived 


The Chesapeake alone yields twice as 
many oysters as are produced by all 
foreign countries put together. In the 
last century. its total output of these ed- 
ible mollusks has been about 400,000,000 
bushels, selling for $250,000,000, a sum 
over four times as great as the entire 
valuation of the taxable property in all 
the counties of Maryland where the 
fishery is provecuted, omitting Balti- 
more. The industry is the chief means 
of support of 225,000 of people outside 
of Baltimore, which city is the greatest 
oyster market in the world, employing 
more capitalin the business than is 
utilized in the fishery iteelf and paying 
regular wages to half as many people 
as are actually engaged in the capture 
of the bivalves, 

The great estuary called the Chesa 
peake, comprising the most extensive 
and valuable oyster producing grounds 
in the world, receives the dramage of 
an immense area of fertile territory, by 
which is deposited all over ita bottom a 
fine, black sediment so rich in organic 
matter that it decompoges if exposed io 
the sun fora few hours, This is the | 
famous “oyster mud,” which, under 
ordinary conditions, produces a luxuri- 
ant pas ` ey of the microscopic vegeta- 
bie organisms that furnish this much 
prized mollusk with his favorite food. 
It has been reekoned by the United 
States Fish Commission that the avail- 
able oyster-growing area in the Chesa- 
peake is about one thousand square | 
miles, and that, with proper cultiva- 
tion this area would be worth an aver- 
age of 8100an acre yearly. 

The oyster is now regarded in this 
country as a wild animal, but the day 
of its thorough domestication has al- 
most arrived. Even the wonderful beds 
of the Chesapeake have not been able to 
withstand the reckless over-flishing to | 
which they have been subjected, and 
already they are showing signs of ap- 
proaching exhaustion., The future of 
the oyster in the Unfied States, eny | 
the experts of the Fish Commission, lies | 
with the scientific breeder, who, by the 
help of simple processes, will cause one | 
hundred of the bivalves to grow where 
Naturo, even at her best, would not | 
supply means of existence for more than | 
one or two. 


Chesapeake Bay is one of the richest | 
agricultural regions of the «arth, the 
fertility of ite bottom being comparable

The business of shucking raw oysters 
in Baltimore employs thirty-two thous- 
and persons, most of them men, though 
in some establishments large numbers 
of women are engaged. The laborers 


get twenty centa per “oup” of nine September 5th. There will be three 


pints, wine measure, for the meata of 
the oyeters thoy open. In the same 
city are prepared over ‘nine-tenths of 
the world’s product of canned oysters, 
great quantities of which are exported 
to Europe, while the West absorbs an 
enormous amount of them, In this 
branch of the industry about twenty 
firms are kept busy. 

Small cases filled with oysters in the 
shells are run directly froa. the wharf 
to the factory, the tracks passing into 
steam closeta, which are oak boxes 
twenty feet long, lined with sheet iron. 
When a car has been run in, the doors 
of the chest are closed, and steam is ad- 
mitted. At the end of fifteen minutes 
the box is opened and the car is run ov- 
er another track into the shucking 
rooms, ite place being immediately oo- 
cupied by a fresh car, In the shucking 
room the care are surrounded by the 
shuckers,each provided with a knife 
and a can that hooks upon the side of 
the vehicle, which is soon emptied of 
its contents, the steaming having open- 
ed the shells and made the meat easy 
toget at Finally the oysters are wash | 
ed with ice water and poured into cans, 
which are also subjected to a steaming, 
cooled, capped, and packed in boxes, 
the whole process being completed in | 
one hour after the bivalves are deliver- 
ed from the vessel at the wharf,”

On the Chinese Question Ontlined tn 
a Document Which Will Be Prompt- 
ly Transmitted to the European 
Powers. 


Washington, Aug. 30.—The longest 
cabinet session held in years adjourned 
at 6:30 last evening after having been 
in session, with the exception of an 
hour’s recess at 1:30, since 10 o'clock 
in the morning. The session was de- 
voted to the consideration of the dip- 
lomatic problems which have arisen in 
connection with the Chinese situation 
as a result of the position taken by 
the powers, and eventuated in the for- 


mulation of a document for transmis- | 


sion abroad. That this document is 
of supreme importance in defining the 
position of the United States is as- 


sumed from the prolonged and careful | 


attention with which it was prepared 
and considered, but no glimmer of 
light is shed upon its exact character. 


All efforts to ascertain whether it was 


in the nature of a reply to Germany or 
Russia or a collective note to the pow- 
ers outlining the policy of the United 
States under the new conditions which 
have developed since the rescue of the 
legations were futile. 
the cabinet pointed out the obvious 
impropriety of divulging the nature of 
a diplomatic document before it has 
reached the power or powers to whom 
it is addressed.

Report of Pension Committee Con- 
tains No Recommendations. 


NO OHANGE IN MEMORIAL DAY, | 


The Convention Declines to Agree | 
With Commander Shaw's Propost- | 
tien—Upporition to Beh ol Mis.ories | 


Used in Southern Sehools, 


Chicago, Aug, 30.—Yesterday was, 
for the Grand Army of the Republic as 
an organization, strictly a day of busi- 
ness, For those members who were | 
not burdened with the responsibilities 
attending the position of a delegate to 
the convention of the Grand Army it | 
was a day of anything and everything | 
but business, From morning until | 
night the convention labored at its 
work in Studebaker Hall listening to | 
numerous reports from officers and | 
committees, while the vast majority | 
of the old soldiers went to the parks, | 
took boat rides on the lake and those 
who had not seen blood enough in their | 
younger days accepted an invitation 
from the packers. to visit the stock | 
yards, where they beheld more slaugh- | 
ter than had taken place at the 
“bloody angle” at Spottsylvania and in 


the “bloody lane” at Antietam com- 
bined. 


The convention was openod with | 
prayer by Chaplain-In-Chief Grimm, | 
after which addresses were de! ered | 
by Mayor Harrison, Commander-in- 
Chief Shaw, Commander Longenecker, | 
of the department of Illinois, and Gen. 
Louis Wagner. Gen. Wagner's address 
closed the morning session. 

In the afternoon the first thing taken | 
up was the report of the pension com- 
mittee. This would contain,it is gen- 
erally thought, some warm statements, | 
but there was none. There was not in | 
the report a specific declaration or rec- 
ommendation upon any subject. The 
report argued at some length agains. 
the statements that have been made 
by the pension office in reply to the 
original criticisms made by members | 
of the Grand Army, but offered no 
suggestions as to a direct line of policy | 
to be pursued. 

The committee which had taken 
the annual message of Commander 
Shaw under consideration reported ap- 
proval of all his suggestions with the 
exception of that relating to the change | 
of the date of Memorial day from May 
30 to the last Sunday in May. On this 
the committee reported adversely, and 
their report was adopted by the con- 
vention. 

School histories used in the public 
schools of the southern states were 
denounced by the Grand Army. The 
official declaration was made that the 
histories have been written with the 
purpose of perpetuating in the minds 
of southern children the sectional preju- | 
dice of the days of 61. Resolutions | 
were adopted calling on the public, in| 
the name of the Grand Army, to banish 
the books from the schools of the 
country. 

There is no opposition to Judge 
Rassieur, of St. Louis, who aspires to 
the officer of commander-in-chief. 

Probably 30,000 members of the army | 
of veterans took part in Tuesday's pa- 
rade, which Commander Shaw says 
was the greatest since the famous pa- 
rade in Washington at the close of the | 
elvil war. For four hours and twenty | 
minutes, most of the time with ranks 
almost perfectly aligned, but occasion- 
ally faltering under the burden of their 
years, they filed past the reviewing | 
stand on Michigan avenue, saluting as 
they marched by Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
Commander-in-Chief Shaw, Gen. Dan- 
lel E. Sickels, Gen. Joseph Wheeler, 
Acting Governor Wardner, Mayor Har- 
rison, Speaker Henderson, Senator Cul- 
lom and the Spanish minister, Duke 
D’Arcos. 

One especially sad incident occurred | 
to mar in a degree the glory of the 
parade, Charles Beckwith, of Algonsea, 
Mich., dropping dead as the line was 
filing past the corner of Michigan ave- 
nue and Madison street. The parade 
was halted for a moment, the body of 
the veteran who had responded to his 
last call was tenderly removed and his 
comrades passed on.

fhe Murderous Anarchist Doomed | 


to a Living Death, 
SOLITARY OON PINEMENT FOR LIFE 


The Sinyer of King Hambert Will 
Not Be Permitted to See Even the 
. Pace of His Jailer, and Is Doomed 
to Perpetual Stleace, C 


Milan, Aug. 30.—The trial of Bresci, 
the anarchist who killed King Hum- 
bert, took place yesterday and resulted 
in a sentence to life imprisonment, 
with solitary coufinement,While the 
indictment, which was very long, was 
being read Bresci was apparently un- 
moved, and scanned the faces of the 
audience without any signs of fear. 
The indictment showed that the as- 
sassin indulged in incessant target 


practice and that he prepared bullets | 


#0 as to render them more dangerous. 
Bresci’s counsel, Signor 
head of the Milan bar, and the an- 
archist writer, Signor Merlino, made 
requests on various grounds for an ad- 
Journment, which was refused. 
Signor Merlino said he only wished 
to do his duty, and defended anarchy 
on the charge that it had inspired the 
crime. All parties, he declared, had 
their regicides, commencing with Ju- 
dith. He asked that those in whose 
hands the prisoner's fate lay would 
not act lu a spirit of vengeance, but of 
justice. He claimed extenuating cir- 
cumstances for the accused man. 
Signor Martelli asked that the ver- 
dict be tempered with indulgence to- 
wards an irresponsible man condemn-

ed of à crime committed in a state of 


exaltation, He spoke of 
previous good conduct and 
pity for the guilty man. 

Bresci was given an opportunity to 
speak, and sald: “Sentence me. í am 
indifferent. 1 await the nex! revolu- 
tion.” 

Although there were few witnesses 
called, the trial lasted from 9 in the 
morning watila late hour in the after- 
noon. The jury took but a few min- 
utes to deliberate. 

With absolute indifference Bresci re- 
ceived the verdict and was led away 
to his cell, where henceforth he will 
see nO One and hear no one, not even 
his jailer. The rogicide is also con- 
demned to perpetual! silence, and any 
violations of the sentence win be pun- 
ished by the most rigorous torture, 
The cell in which he will pass bis life 
is only six feet long by three feet wide, 
dimly lighted, and his bed will be a 
plank a foot wide. 

Bresci gave the impression of an 
emissary capable of acting coolly, but 
incapable of conceiving the plan. Not- 
withstanding his statement, in the 
course of examination, that he had no 
relations with anarchists when in 
America, he admitted having received 
600 lire at Genoa from Paterson, 


BRAVE NAVAL OFFICER DEAD, 


Llentenasst Commander Shearman, 
Whe Won Fame in Samon. 

Washington, Aug. 30.— Acting Sec- 
retary Hackett, of the navy depart- 
ment, was informed last night of the 
death yesterday afternoon at the Chel- 
sea (Mass.) Naval hospital of Lieuten- 
ant Commander John A. Shearman. 
Probably the most distinguishing event 
of Shearman's career in the navy was 
his heroic conduct during the Samoan 
hurricane, on March 16, 1889, which 
resulted in the wrecking of three 
American men-of-war, the ‘Trenton, 
Vandalia and Nipsic, and three Gen- 
man men-of-war, the Olga, Adler and 
Eber, and the loss of 146 lives, At 
the time of that disuster Shearman was 
a Meutenant and the senior watch ot- 
ficer of the Nipsic. At the height of 
the storm the Nipsic was beached in 
front of the American’ consulate at 
Apia, and was in great danger of be- 
ing pounded to pieces by the great 
Waves that were breaking over her. 
With the assistance of the natives a 
hawser was made fast between the 
forecastie of the Nipsic and a tree on 
shore, and by means of this hawser, 
with the further assistance of the na- 
tives, nearly all the officers and crew 
of the vessel were saved. Shearmin

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FAMINE SHADOWED INDIA, ne 


BY EDWARD S. HUME. 
For Twenty-five Years an American Resident of Bombay. 


Having just returned from India, 1 have read the accounts of the famine 
in ‘\merican papers, 1 have seen the pictures, I have seen the conditions in 
the famine districts, and I can assure you that the actual state of affairs la 
mitch more terrible than painted or pictured. And the worst of it is that, even 
if the June rains are entirely favorable, no relief can be expected till the crop 
is gathered in October. Famine photographs frequently represent balf stary- 
cl and dying persons lying on the street or in some field. They are poor 
but sclf respecting people, who haye never been the objects of public charity

ond have refused to go to famine relief camps until at last death bas stared 
tiem in the face, and unbearable distress has driven them out in search of 


help. Weary and hungry, they have laid themselves down to rest and have 
died before waking.. Not long before leaving India, while walking with a 
brother missionary at Ahmedabad, not far from his house, he pointed to a 
tree nt the roadside and said: “The other day I saw the emaciated figure of 
a man lying. face down, under that tree. On going near and touching the 
body L found it already stiff and cold. Examining it more carefully, I found 
one side torn away, evidently eaten by jackals, A couple of rods away lny 
the dead body of an Infant. A little 
/** ‘farther on was found a woman, still 
‘alive. She was the wife of the man 
and mother of the child. She, too, poor 
thing, died before she could reach the 
Poorhouse. which stood within sight 
aud call of the spot where these pa- 
nę jtient, helpless ones had fallen down to 
die.“ 
A starving man is devold of judg- 
ment and of most of his natural feel- 
ings. In April we received a group of 
famine girls. Among them was one 
who, although much erffaciated, began 
to improve from the day she came to 
us. After a week she rapidly grew 
worse, In spite of everything that 
could be done for her she soon died. 
We learned at last that, while she was 
so ill that we were giving her a few 
spoonfuls of nourishment at a time, 
raising her gently, because she seemed 
unable to make any effort to help her- 
self, and even later, when she seemed 
unable to see or to speak, she had been 
dragging herself at intervals, when we 
were absent, out Into the garden, a dis- 
tance of 50 yards, in order to get some 
green. mangoes to eat. For the poor 
famine child they were deadly poison. 
She knew It, but the awful gnawing In 
her stomach made prudence Impossible. 
The only effective preventive to 
the spread of plague that has yet been 
discovered is inoculation with plague 
serum. Wherever an outbreak of the 
disease is imminent, inoculation sta-

them; serum, instruments and everything needed for efficient work are pro- 
vided, but the Hindoos have not taken kindly to this remedy, All kinds of 
wild rumors have been spread and have been widely believed to the effect 
that inoculation is most harmful; that It has been devised by the European 
doctors to punish the Hindoos for supposed disloyalty and as a means for 
destroying caste. In view of this the government offers two days’ wages to 
every man, woman or child who Is inoculated, T know a little fellow 8 years 
old, whose mother died and whose father ls a helpless Invalid. Hearing that 
money war paid to every person who was willing to be inoculated, this poor

In return for whatever services he 
may render the Democratic candidate 
for the Presidency Mr. Gorman’s friends 
feel that if Mr. Bryan is successful no 
better or more acceptable reward could 
be tendered him than one of the port- 
folios in his Cabinet. In such an event, 
what position Mr. Bryan would offer 


the ex Senator from Maryland is, of 
course, a matter of conjecture. But 


those who know Mr. Gorman and his 
capabilities are certain that there are 
only two positions in the Cabinet which 
would seem attractive to him. 

These are the ;osts of Secretary of 
State and Secretary of the Treasury. 
For Secretary of State Mr. Gorman is 
well qualified. He is diplomatic, tact 
ful, shrewd and extremely cautious, 
and in the handling of foreign questions 
would prove an adept. While he never 


took a very active part in foreign mat- 
tera while in the United States Senate— 


not being a member of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee—nevertheless, he was 
known to be a close student of them, 
and one whose advice was always 
sought. 

For the position of Secretary of the 
Treasury Mr. Gorman is exceptionally 
well fitted, During his service in the 
Senate it was ‘Swell known that there 
was no ember of that body better post- 
ed on Treasury conditions and Treasury 
statistics than Senator Gorman of Mary- 
land. His long connection with the 


Appropriations Committee and the 
work of the Finance Committee made 
him conversant with Treasury expendi- 
tares and questions of internal revenue, 
and, aside from this, he made it a point 
to post himself fully upon the opera- 
tionsot that department of the Govern- 
ment. : 

Aa the head of either the State or 
Treasury Department Mr. Gorman's 
friends assert he will prove a powerful 
aid to Mr. Bryan and inspire confidence 
in his administration of national affairs.

TALMAGE PREACHES OF THE 
SCIONS OF ROYALTY. 


The Royal House of Jesus, and the 
Sus, the Moon, the Sturs and All 
Nature Are Ite Heritage—The Cross 
Ite Great Heraldic Sign, 


Wasnincton, Aug. 26.—In this dis- 
course Dr, Talmage, who during his 
journey bomeward has seen much of 
royal and imperial splendors, in pass- 
ing through the capitals of Burope, 


Shows that there is no higher dignity 


nor more flustrious station than those 
which the Christian has as a child of 
God; text, Judges viil, 18, “Each one 
resembled the children of a king.” 

Tobah and Zalmunna had been off to 
battle and when theyrcame back they 
were asked what kind of people they 
had seen. They answered that the 
people had a royal appearance; “each 
one resembled the children of a king.” 
That description of people is pot ex- | 
tinct. There are still many. who have 
this appearance. Indeed, they are the 
sons and daughters of the Lord Al- 
mighty. Though now in exile, they 
shall yet come to their thrones. There 
are family names that stand for | 
wealth, or patriotism, or intelligence. 
The name of Washington among us 
will always represent patriotism. The 
family of the Medici stood as the re- 
presentative of letters. The family of 
the Rothschilds is significant of wealth, 
the loss of 840.000.000 in 1848 putting | 
them to no inconvenience; and within | 
a few years they have loancd Russia 
$12,000,000. Naples, 525.000.000, Aus- | 
tria, 840.000.000. and England $200,000,- | 
000; and the stroke of their pen on the | 
counting room desk shakes everything 
from the Irish sea to the Danube. They | 
open their hand. and there is war: they | 
shut it and there is peace. The Roman- | 
offs of Russia. the Hohenzollerns of | 
Germany, the Bourbons of France, the 
Stuarts and Guelphs of Great Britain 
are houses whose names are inter- 
twined with the history of their re 
spective nations symbolic of imperial 
authority. | 

But I preach of a family more poten- 
tial, more rich, nnd more extensive— 
the royal house of Jesus, of whom the 
whole family in beaven and on earth 
is named.. We are blood relations by 
the relationship of the crosspall of us 
are the children of the King. 

The Ancestral Line. 

First, I speak of our family name.

It gathers fra- 
grance from the frankincense brought 
to his cradle, and the lilies that flung 
their sweetness into his sermons, and 
the box of alabaster that broke at his | 
feet. The Cowforter at Bethany. The 
Resurrector at Nain. The supernatural 
Oculist at Bethsfida. The Saviour of | 
one world, and the chief joy of another, | 
The storm his frown. The sunlight | 
bis smile. The spring morning his 
breath. The earthquake the stamp of 
his foot. The thundersthe whisper of 
his voice. The ocean a drop on the tip 
of his finger. Heaven a sparkle on the 
bosom of his love. Eternity the twin- 
kling of his eye. The universe the fly- 
ing dust of bis chariot Wheels. Able | 
to heal a heartbreak, or hush a tem- 
pest, or drown a world, or flood im- 
mensity with his glory. What other 
family name could ever boast of such 
an illustrious ‘personage? 

Henceforth, swing out the coat of 
arms! Great families wear their coat 
of arms on the dress, or on the door | 
of the coach. or on the helmet when 
they go out to battle, or on flags and 
ensigns. The heraldic sign is some 
times a lion, or a dragon, or an eagle.

Next, I notice the family property. 
After a man of large estate dies, the 
relatives: asscinble to bear the will 
read, So much of the property is 
willed to his sons, and so much to his | 
daughters, and so much to benevolent 
societies., Our Lord Jesus hath died. 
and we are assembled today to bear 
the will read. He says, “My peace I 
give unto you.” Through his apostle 
he says, All things are yours.“ What, 
everything? Yes, everything! This 
world and the next. In distinguished 
families there are old pictures bang- | 
ing on the wall. They are called the 
“heirlooms” of the estate. They are 
very old, and have come down from 
generation to generation. So I look 
upon all the beauties of the natural 
world as the heirlooms of our royal 
family. The morning breaks- from 
the east, The mists travel up, hill 


until sky lost. The forests are full of | 
chirp, and buzz, and song. Tree's leaf | 
and bird's wing (lutter with gladness. | 
Honey makers lu the log, and beak | 
against the bark, and squirrels chat- 
tering on the rail, and the call of the 
hawk out of a clear sky make you 
feel glad. 

The sun, which kindles conflagrations 
among the castles of cloud and sets 
minaret and dome aflame. stoops to 
paint the lly white, and the buttercup 
yellow, and the forgetmenot blue. 
What can resist the sun? Light for the 
voyager over the deep! Light for the 
shepherd guarding the flocks afield! 
Light for the poor who bave no lamps 
to burn! Light for the-downcast and 
the lowly! Light for aching eyes and 
burning brain and wasted captive! 
Light for the smooth brow of child- 
hood and for the dim vision of the 
octogenarian! Light for queen's cor- 
onet and for sewlug girl's needle! Let 
there be light! Whose morning is this? 
My morning. Your morning. Our 
Father gave us the picture and hung 
it on the sky in loops of fire. It Is the 
helrloom of our family. And so the 
night. It is the full moon. The mists 
from shore to shore gleam like shatter- 
ed mirrors, and the ocean under her 
glance comes up with great tides, 
panting upon the beach, mingling, as 
it were, foam and fire. The poor man 
blesses God for throwing such a cheap 
light through the broken window pane 
into his cabin, and to the sick It seems 
a light from the other shore which 
bounds this great deep of buman pain 
and woe. If the sun seem like a song 
full and poured from brazen instru- 
ments that Öll heaven and earth with 
great harmonies, the moon is plaintive 
and mild, standing beneath the throne 
of God, sending up her soft. sweet 
volilce of praise, while the starx listen, 
and the sea. No mother ever more 
sweetly guarded the sick cradle than 
all night long this pale watcher of the 
sky bends over the weary. heartsick, 
slumbering earth, Whose is this 
black framed, black tasseled picture 
of the night?

The Republican Congressional con 
vention met at Ocean City on Wednes. 
day and nominated Wm. H. Jackson of 
of Wicomico for the long term and 
Joseph L Kerr of Dorchester for the 
short term, Both nominations were 


made unanimously and the whole pro- Easton 


ceedings of the convention were very 
gratifying to the politicians present. 

The nomination of Jackson was as- 
sured for some time but the name of 
the man who would be his running 
mate could not have been, prophesied 
four hours before the‘ coming ogether 
of the delegates. Many names were 
suggested but the right sori of a man 
did note eem available. 

On Tuesday night Thos. M. Barlett 
of Talbot was most prominently spoken 
of, while in the morning his name was 
not mentioned but that of Dr. I. A. Bar 
ber of the same county was in every 
one’s mouth. Dr, Barberfexpressed a 
willingness to serve on the ticket but 
at no time did he seek the nomination, 
As the time for convehing approached, 
the name of Mr. Kerr, who had been 
vaguely mentioned on Tuesday night, 
came into greater prominence. 

There was great need of a man who 
would go on the stump and take an ao- 
tive part in the campaign. And since 
Mr. Kerr was equal to the emergency, 
the demand for his nomin: tion grew. 

. The convention was called to order at 
one o'clock in the Cafe of the Atlantic 
Hotel and was opened with prayer by 
Rev. W. L. P. Bowen of Worcester, 
Mr. A. P. Barnes, of Worcester, as a 
mem ber of the State Central Committee 
of that county, called the convention to 
order.

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A CHINESE COMPROMISE 


Agreeable to Russia May Be Pre- 
sented by Germany, 


TROOPS TO REMAIN IN PEKIN, 


Bet th Small Detachments, to Re- 
mata in Quarters Except in Cane of 
Urgent Necessity —The Proposed 
Chinese Peace Commission, 


Washington, Sept. 6—Within the 
last 36 hours the United States govern- 
ment has received from its representa- 
Uves at foreign capitals much material 
information in regard to the attitude 
of the powers on the Russian proposal 
to evacuate Pekin, These give the gen- 
eral nature of the responses made to 
Russia by certain of the powers. Tt | 
is stated authoritatively that if there 
was at any time a prospect of a seri- 
ous international clash, this has been 
very largely, if not entirely, removed 
by the harmonious character of the 
communications the several govern- 
ments are making. The exact nature 
of the:responses is not made public by 
the state department, as there are yet 
some replies to be transmitted. It is 
said, however, that the answers go 
Much beyond the tentative character | 
of those heretofore referred to, and are 
of a conclusive nature, ao far as show- | 
ing the purposes of the governments, | 
although they may not be regarded as 
conclusive in accepting or rejecting the | 
proposition advanced by Russia. 

The satisfactory progress of the ne- 
gotiations has had the effect of di- 
recting attention to the personality of 
the envoys who probably will repre- 
sent the powers and China in the final 
settlement. The impression prevails 
here that Mr. Conger is eminently 
fitted for such a task on the part of the 


United States, supposing that Dhow 
the powers in D the Chinese 


problem is to have a separate and in- 
dividual representative. Mr. Rock- | 
hill’s name is mentioned as an alter- 
nate, in case Mr. Conger does not care 
to remain in Pekin or to participate in 
the settlement. These suggestions, 
however, are all speculative, for up to 
this time the state department has not 
conferred the necessary special powers 
upon any person to represent the gov- 
ernment in the final negotiations. 

If the present state of affairs in 
China is protracted until the arrival 
there of Field Marshal Count Walder- 
see, which should occur in about ten 
days or a fortnight, it is not to be 
doubted that the government of Ger- 
many will endeavor to have all the 
negotiations with the Chinese govern- 
ment conducted through that official, 
as a representative not of Germany 
alone, but of all the powers. } 

The German foreign office appears 
to be active in furthering the nego- 
tiations, and quite a number of mes- 
sages have passed between Washing- 
ton and Berlin. Those persons most 
likely to have a correct understanding 
of Germany's attitude look for the 
suggestion of a compromise, or middle 
course, which will be neither an ac- 
ceptance nor a rejection of the Russian 
proposal, but will be such a satisfac- 
tory middle ground that all the pow- 
era, including Russia, can agree to It. 
For instance, it is suggested that Ger- 
many, with propriety, might suggest 
that a certain limit be fixed. on the 
extent of the military detachments to 
be left at Pekin, with an understand- 
ing that each small detachment confine 
itself to quarters so long as peace and 
quiet prevails in Pekin, but be ready 
to act in case of further Chinese depre- 
dations. 

In another diplomatic quarter the 
strong belief is expressed that the 
requisite compromise will be found by 
China's re-establishing a government 
and naming peace commissioners. Of- 
ficial intimations have reached Wash- 
ington that steps are now being taken 
towards the appointment of such a 
peace commission, including Li Hung 
Chang, with viceroys of Nankin and 
Wu Chang and Prince Ching, though 


reports have also named Yung Lu and 


Hsi Tung in place of the two pacific 
viceroys. 


RUSSIAN POLICY MODIFIED, 


May Urge Only Withdrawal ef Min- 
intern to Tien Tain, 


London, Sept. 6.—A dispatch from 
Bir Alfred Caselee, which shows that 
the situation In Pekin was unchanged 
on Aug. 29, is the only Chinese news 
this morning. The canceliation of the 
order holding back the Fourth Indian 
brigade is regarded as important. It 
shows that, whatever the outcome of 
the Russian policy, the British gov- 
ernment ia determined to have suf- 
ficient troops on the spot adequately 
tọ protect British Interests.

THIRTEEN DEAD, FIFTY HURT 


The Excursion Train, Ranning Thir- 
ty-fve Miles an Hour, Crashed Inte 
the Rear Ead of a Combination 
Milk and Passenger Train. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 3.—Thirteen per- 
sons killed and fully’ fifty others in- 
jured is the appalling record of a rear- 
end collision tween an excursion 
‘train and a milk train on the Beth- 
lehem branch of the Philadelphia and 
Reading railway yesterday morning at 
Hatfield, Pa., 27 miles north of this 
city.

The wrecked train consisted of ten 
day coaches, and was the first section 
of a large excursion made up of people 
from Bethlehem, Allentown and sur- 
rounding towns to Atlantic City. This 
section carried only those persons who 
lived in Bethlehem and Allentown, and 
left the Union depot in Bethlehem at 
6:05 a. m., exactly 36 minutes behind 
the milk train. The latter train con- 
sisted of two milk cars and two pas- 
senger coaches, and had stopped at 
every station on the road from Beth- 
lehem en route to Philadelphia. At 
6:54 the milk train drew up at the 
milk platform at Hatfield, and in less 
than two minutes the special excursion 
train running at the rate of 35 miles 
an hour, crashed into the rear of. the 
Milk train. 
through the two passenger coaches 
and crushed them as if they were egg 
shells, The milk car immediately in 
front was also badly wrecked. Four 
persons, Godfrey Kaelin, his daughter, 
Mamie, Harold Landis and William 
Blackburn, in the passenger cars of 
the milk train, were almost instantly 
killed, 

As soon as the crash came a terrible 
cry arose from the smashed cars, and 
those who had not been Injured quick- 
ly crawled or jumped from the cars 
and went to the assistance of the in- 
jured, Many were pinned down by 
Wreckage and had to be freed by the 
liberal use of axes. With three or four 
exceptions the dead were killed in- 
stantly, the others dying on their way 
to the hospitals, 

The second section of the excursion, 
made up of persons from towns other 
than Bethlehem and Allentown, left 
soon after the first sectlon, but was 
flagged before it reached Hatfield. As 
it conld not get through on account 
of the blocked tracks it was returned

to Bethlehem, and there was great re- | 
joicing at the narrow escape of its oc- | 


supants from the catastrophe. 

The coroner of Montgomery county 
visited the wreck early and spent the 
entire day at the scene. He directed 
the removal of the dead to Lansdale, 
a short distance south of Hatfield, He 
promises a rigorous investigation into 
the horror,

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THE MINERS CHARGES 


Elicit a Reply From the Anthra- 
cite Operators, 


REFUSE TO RECOGNIZE THE UNION 


They Declare That Not Over Ten Per 
Cent of the Anthracite Miners Are 
Members of the Organisation, and 
Deny That “Company Stores” Exist. 


New York, Sept. 6.—It has been as- 
tertuined that the cual operators who 
do business in the anthracite coal dis- 
tricts discussed at their meeting in 
this city the threatened strike among 
their employes and that after a lengthy 
conference a committee was appointed 
to draft a statement setting forth the 
views of the operators and refusing 
to recognize the United Mine Workers 
of America, é 

In view of the interest taken in the 
threatened sirike, and in the meeting 
of the executive committee of the Uni- 
ted Mine Workers to be held at In- 
dianapolis today, a statement was 
given out last night from the opera- 
tors’ headquarters which thoroughly 
reviews the situation from the mine 
Owners' standpoint. The statement as- 
serts that the United Mine Workers 
and their leaders are composed of soft 
coal men, not familiar with the con- 
ditions of anthracite mining, and the 
association of the anthracite men with 
the soft coal district is belle ved to be 
antagonistic to the best interests of the 
men and the mine owners. It is al- 
leged that the soft coal interests would 
reap the benefit of any troubles or 
strikes caused by that organization in 
the anthracite regions. 

The statement then goes on to deny 
alleged statements coming from the 
United Mine Workers. It is alleged 
that the scale of wages has not been 
reduced in over 20 years, notwithstand- 
ing the numerous periods of business 
depression and repeated reductions in 
the soft coal mining regions, but on 
the other hand, advances have been 
made in a great many mines to meet 
changing conditions. 

The statement also denies that the 
market prices of coal are higher than 
in many years, but asserts that they 
are much below the prices received In 
1892, and the profits of the business 
have decreased largely owing to the 
increased cost of mining coal from 
lower depths and longer distances 
under ground, and also from the in- 
creased cost of materials used around 
the collieries. 

Regarding the powder question, the 
statement says it is true that the price 
charged the miner for powder is much 
above the present cost, but that the 
increased wage paid the miner in the 
anthracite district more than covers 
the increased price he pays over the 
cost per keg in other districts. 

The statement also says regarding 
the “company stores” that none of the 
large companies have any connection 
with or do they collect for stores, the 
men being paid in cash. It is acknowl- 
edged that a small percentage of in- 
dividual operators run so-called com- 
pany stores“ in connection with their 
mines, but this is due to the fact that 
the mines are isolated and the stores 
run for the convenience of the men, 

The statement also denies that there 
has been iny refusal to comply with 
the law where a request nas been made 
by the employes, and also denies the 
statement.that companies forced men 
to use the services of the “company 
doctor,” 

The mine owners in this statement 
declare that not over 10 per cent of 
the labor employed in the entire an- 
thractte region hold membership in 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
and that only a small proportion of 
these members desire a strike, The 
owners say that they would be pleased 
if present conditions warranted to 
make a general advance in wages, but 
unfortunately they do not. 


VERMONT'S REPUBLICAN VICTORY, 


Dillingham Seems to Lead in the 
Race For Senator. 

White River Junction, Vt., Sept. 6.— 
The Republicans of Vermont elected 
their state and congressional ticket 
Tuesday by a plurality of at least 33,- 
260, and a majority over all of 31,000. 
If the towns yet to be heard from give 
a vote corrésponding relatively to the 
vote of the towns reporting yesterday 
the figures mentioned will be about 
right. The state senate ia solidly Re- 
publican and the Republican repre- 
sentation in the general assembly will 
be substantially 200 out of a member- 
ship of 246. The various county tickets 
are, as usual, Republican. > 

Martin F. Allen, of Harrisburg, is 
elected lieutenant governor, and Hon, 
David J. Foster, of Burlington, and 
Col, Kittredge Haskins, of Brattle- 
boro, are elected congressmen in the 
First and Second districts, respectively,

THE SUFFERING IN ALASKA. 


Deplorable Condition of Affairs Re. 
ported by Captain Tattle, 

Washingion, Sept. 6—Capt. Tuttle, 
of the revenue cutter service, in com- 
mand of the stesmer Bear, reports to 
the treasury depariment from Nome, 
Aug. 9, on the operations of his ves- 
sel since July 6. The report relates 
principally to the condition of the na- 
tives along the Alaskan coast and ad- 
jacent islands. At Sin Rock the sur- 
gecon of the vessel, who was sent 
ashore, reported that measles was 
epidemic and that pneumonia was 
prevalent and fatal. At Teller Station, 
Where the government has a reindeer 
station, much sickness and many 


At Cape York the same fatal sickness 
was found among the natives. Going 
on to Cape Prince of Wales practically | 
the same desperate condition was 
found to exist as at other places. 

From that point the Bear proceeded 
to East Cape village, Siberia, and 
thence to St. Lawrence bay and Port 
Clarence, Everywhere the vessel 
touched officers were sent ashore to 
investigate the condition and reported 
that the natives have never been in 
worse condition. At Teller Station af- 
faire were desperate. Fully one-half 
of the natives around the station have 
died. In some cases whole families 


USES FOR DEERSKIN. 


Guides Who Understand Thoroughly 
Hew to Turn it to Good Service, 
Guides and the native hunters of the 

Adirondack region have a variety of 

uses for the deer they kill. There are 

still a good many hunters who know 
how to tan the deer's hide and a few 
who use as one of the tanning agents 
liquid extracted from the brain of the 
deer. From the, tanned skin many 
articles of use are made. The thick 
hide from, the neck of an old buck is 
excellent Por moccasins, and the art of 
moccasin making still lingers herà 
among those whose ancestors learned 
it from the Ińdians. “The men and wo- 
men of French-Canadian extraction 
are especially apt in household arts of 
this sort. learned from the savages. 

Cheap as factory made gloves are, a 

few women of the region still cut and 

stitch buckskin gloves. 

Whole sults of buckskin are made by 
expert women of these parts. Such 
suits were once much used by the 
thrashers, who traveled from one 
mountain farm to another to thrash 
the small oats crop of the region. A 
buckskin suit is good for a dozen years 
of hard usage, and with care will last 


have disappeared, and in others the 
parents have died leaving helpless chil- 
dren. The salmon are running, but 
there are not a sufficient number of 
well people left tò catch them and 
thus provide food for the present and 
the coming winter. The ravages of 
the disease have been so great that a 
panic has eeized the natives, and the 
dead are left unburied in their homes.

| quantity of hide of uniform color, so 
a deerskin suit with the hair on is 
rarely seen. One still does see, how- | 
ever, moccasins with hair inside and | 
out, and very soft, warm. inviting | 
slippers they make. Raccoon skin 
now furnishes cheap fur garments in 
these parts, and winter residents buy | 
or hire overcoats of coonskin to brave 
the January winds. 

Raw deer hide ls used tor many | 
purposes. 
for tying articles 


of one kind or 
shoestrings. You may buy in these 
parts rustic chairs with seats and 
backs of woven rawhide. The green 
skin is cut in thin strips, stretched un- 
til it is almost translucent, and then 
woven into a seat. The result is a 
comfortable, elastic chair of almost 
indestructible material. Deerskins 
with the halr on are still used for car- 
pets and mats, though here again, as 


skjin is not serviceable unless the deer

New York, Sept. 6.—A meeting of 
the New York committee to aid the 
South African republic was held last 
night to consider the Boer flag incident 
at Bar Harbor, when a Boer flag was 
raised by Edward Van Ness, one of the 
members of the committee, at the ap- 
proach of the fleet of English war ves- 
sels, which was taken down by the 
authorities of Bar Harbor, A letter 
was read and ordered sent to Mr. Van 
Ness. The letter compliments him on 
his action ‘and reiterates the devotion 
of the committee to the Boer cause. 


Caffery For resident. 


New York, Bept. 6.—The National 
party—the official name of the third 
party- met in eonvention yesterday in 
Carnegie Hall, this city, and nomi- 
nated candidates for president and vice 
president of the United States. A plat- 
form was adopted and a title and an 
emblem chosen. These are the candi- 
dates: For president, Donaldson Caf- 
fery, of Loulsiana; for vice president, 
Archibald Murray Howe, of Cambridge, 
Masa. The platform declares vigor- 
ously against imperialism and strongly 
urges a singie gold standard,

If he cannot bave his deerskin 
coat or carpet just as it should be, be 
will go without, though he is in- 
different enough as to store clothes and 
ordinary household furniture. 


Out of the marrow from the shank 
bones of the deer the guides make, by 
a laborious process, a beautifully clear, 
sweet oll, which Will keep In good con- 
dition for years. It ls much used by 
jewelers and watchmakers because of 
peculiar qualities that exactly fit their 
needs. This oll is sufficiently scarce 
and useful to sell for a high price. 

Buckhorn walking sticks are much 
eommoner in New York than in the 
Adirondacks, and, indeed, the hunter 
of today finds little use for the antlers 
eave as trophies. A tiny bone of the 
leg furnishes sharp and strong tooth- 
picks for the native hunter, and you 
may occasionally see in the houses of 
guides stools, the legs of which are 
those of the deer, carefully cured with 
the hide and skin. In beauty and use- 
fulness they fall far short of the ex- 
cellent and durable furniture that 
guides make from native evergreen 
timber. New York Sun.

A Bright Lad is Horribly Maagied by | The Loss of Lite is Estimat at Two to 
Machiaery. Five Thousand—Vandals at Work. 
The remains of Allen Smith who died . 
Tuesday night at the Peninsula General 
Hospital from injuries received at Mill 
er's kindling wood factory Tureday 
afternoon, were interred in Parsons 
cemetery, after funeral services at the 
homie of the boy's parents, Mr. aid Mrs 
John W. Smith, by Elder A. B. Francis 
of Delmar, 

The lad was 16 years old and a bright, 
obliging youngster. During the school 
vacation he had sought and procured 
employment at the kindling factory in 
this city of Messrs. W. B. Miller & Co. 

About 8 o'clock Tuesday afternoon 
some of his fellow employes asked him 
to puts belt on a pulley which drives 
an emery wheel. There are standing 
orders in the factory forbidditig the em 
ployes from doing this, but the lad, de 
siring to be obliging, forgot for the 
moment, the instructions, and under 
took to connect the belt with the pul 
iry shaft. Immediately he was caught 
in the revolving machinery and hor- 
ribly mangled. The left arm was broken 
in two places, the flesh torn off, and the 
collar bone broken loose from the 
breast bone. The feet were beaten fear- 
fully against a beam by the rapid re 
vo.utions of the machinery, His entire 
-body bore marks as if beaten with a 
heavy club, 

Dr. Slemons was summoned and lost 
no time in reaching his patient. The 


Galveston, Tex., Sept. 13.— The 
wreck of Galveston was brought 
about by a tempest eo terrible that no 
words can adequately describe its in- 
tensity, and by a flood which turned 
the city into a raging sea.

Every 
home was opened to the refugees, black 
or white, The storm continued with- 
out ceasing until 1:45 Sunday morn- 
ing, and the work of havoc continued, 
the flooding of the electric light and 
gas plants leaving the city in darkness. 
During all this time the citizens were 
like rats in a trap, for to leave a house 
was to drown. In most cases the 
water in the streets was ten feet deep.

Mayor Disharoon has offered a re- 
ward of $100, for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the incendiary who attempted 
to burn the Catholic church, Tuesday 
night. A fire alarm was sounded from 
the town clock in the Court Heuse tow- 
er between halfafter seven and eight 
o'clock and the fire department, which 
was at the time practicing at the Wico 
mico Falls dam was a little tardy in 
reaching the spot. In the meanti:ae 
somebody from the crowd who had 
gathered made an investigation and 
found a bundle of combustible matter 
burning in the rear end of the building, 
a panel of a door having been burst. 
Chief Birman states, in order to get at the 
fire inside the church, The discovery 
was made 80 soon after the heinous act | 
that afew buckets of water were suffi 
cient to quench the fire. Almost at the 
same time fire was reported in the ware | 
house of Mr. L. W. Gunby, near the N. 
Y.P. & N. railroad, in the new un- 
occupied dwelling house of Mr. Thos, | 
H. Mitchell near the B. C. & A. railroad | 
stat ion and in the pump house in Par 
sons cemetery. All seem to have been | 
the work of fire bugs, but fortunately | 
all were discovered before serious dam- 
age was done.

Contributions from citizens of this 
state and also from other states are 
coming in rapidly and liberally, and it 
is confidently expected that within the 
next ten days the work of restoration 
by the people of Galveston will have 
begun in good earnest and with energy 
and success. Of course the destruction 
of property has been very great—not 
lees than $10,000,000—but it is hoped 
and believed that even this great loss 
will be overcome through the energy 
and self reliance of the people. 

Reporte from various points slong 
the gulf coast indiccte that there has 
been t property damage done for 
several hundred miles, and that the list 
of Galveston fatalities and suffering 
will be largely augmented. 

At a meeting of the Galveston relief 
committee yesterday reports were re- 
ceived from the various wards, The 
chairman called for armed men to as- 
sist in getting labor to bury the dead 
and clear the wreckage, and arrange- 
ments were made to supply this de- 
mand. The situation in the city is that 
there are plenty of volunteers for this 
service, but an insufficiency of arms.

THE OPERATORS DETERMINED. 


Declare Positively Thet- They- 
Not Teeat With the Wine Workers’ 
Orgaaisation—Digerivg Opiniona 
to How Many Will Obey Strike Order 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 13.—The expect- 
ed order calling out the organised mit- 
era of the anthracite resies was 
from Indianapolis last evening. 
order, signed by President John Mitch- 
ell and Secretary-Treasurer W. B. Wil- 
son, says: * 

“All the miners and mine workers 
of the anthracite coal region, whether 
members of the United Mine Workers 
of America or not, are instructed to 
cease work on and after Monday, Sept. 
17, 1900, and remain away from the 
various collieries, strippings and break- 
ers until the demands of the Hazleton 
convention have been acceded to by the 
coal companies. Be law abiding, self 
respecting and quiet; do not allow any 
person, whose interest it may be, to 
provoke you into quarrels and viola- 
tions of the peace. That is one of 
most common methods used by 
employers to destroy the public sym- 
pathy and defeat our cause. With a 
thoroughly aroused public sentiment 
behind us, a cause the justice of which 
cannot be successfully questioned, and 
the mine workers united and determin- 
ed to stand until their many wrongs 
have been righted, we have supreme 
faith in the ultimate success of our 
eause.” 

The firat news of the strike declara- 
tion was received in Hasieton from 
press dispatches. The news traveled 
quickly, and crowds of people soon 
gathered on the streets. Business men, 
when they heard that the order to 
strike was at tast out, greatly deplored 
the action taken, and fear that they 
will suffer heavily if it lasts for any 
time. Business has been completely 
paralyzed for the last two weeks on 
account of the threatened trouble, and 
the word from Indianapolis added to 
the depression. Wè business men 
fear the inauguration of a strike, col- 
liecy superintendents who could be 
even took the news calmly and sid 
they would patiently await develop- 
ments.

THE LAKE ERIE CYCLONE. 


Lives Were Lost. 

Cleveland, Sept. 13.—The tall. end of 
the West Indian hurricane, which 
swept over Lake Erie Tuesday night, 
proves to have been the most disas- 
trous storm that has visited thissection 
in several years. The wind at one 
time attained a velocity of 60 miles an 
hour, and it was then blowing directly 
from the west, having practically a 
clean sweep of the whole lake, Dis- 
patches today begin to tell of the ship- 
ping disasters that resulted from the 
gale.

Crisp! was premier when, on Jan. 9, 
1878, Victor Emmanuel died and so was, 
of course, the first man to whom King 
Humbert turned on his accession to the 
throne. One month later Pius IX breath- 
ed his last, the first pontiff without tem- 

ral power, necessitating a conclave in 

ome, which was no longer papal. Crispi 
burried to the king and in his magnificent 
way said, “Be tranquil; | will prevent the 
revolution.” Certainly no revolution took 
place, and the late king was always grate- | 
fal to his frst premier. | 

The Prince of Naples, however, young 
as he was, saw or was helped to see the 
device and disliked proportionately its | 
originator, During the disastress Abys- 
sinian war Crisp! was again at the bead 
of affairs. That national calamity, the 
battle of Adowa, took place, and the 
crown prince hurried to Rome to per- 
suade his. father to get rid of the great 
Bicilian.

DR. TALMAGE DISCOURSES ON THE 
REDEMPTION OF THE ‘RACE. 


A Teplice Bueggested by the Famous 

. Palatings of Munich—Types ot He- 
masity Represented by the Twe 
Maletactors, 


Wasnmrotor, Sept. 9.— The famous 
paintings in the picture galleries of Mu- 
nich seem to have suggested the topic of 
this discourse, which Dr. Talmage sends 
from the quaint Bavarian town, but the 
thénte which inspired the painters awak- 
ens in the great preacher thoughts of the 
redemption of the human race, which 
was the supreme desigh of that scene of 
auffering and death, The text is Luke 
xxiii, 33, “There they crucified bim and) 
the malefactors, one on the right hand | 
and the other on the left.” | 

Just outside of Jerusalem is a well of | 
ground, toward which a crowd are as 
conding, for it is the day “of execution. | 
What a mighty assemblage! Some for | 
curiosity to hear what the malefactors 
will say and to see how they will act. 
The three persons to be executed are al- 
ready there. Some ¿f the spectators are 
vile of lip and bloated of cheek. Some 
look up with revenge, hardly able to 
keep their hands off the sufferers, Some 
tear thelr own hair in a frenzy of grief. 
Some stand in silent horror, Some break 
out into uncontrollable weeping. Rowe 
clap their hands in delight that the of- 
tenders are to be punished at last. The 
soldiers, with drawn swords, drive back 
the mob which presses on so hard. There 
is fear that the proceedings may he in- 
terrupted. Let the legion, now stationed 
at Jerusalem, on horseback dash along 
the line and force back the surging mul- 
titude. “Back with you!” is the cry. 
“Taye you never before seen a man 
die?”

He hates 
him with a perfect hatred. I think he 
wishes be were down on the ground that 
be might spear him. He envies the me- 
chanics who with their nails bave nailed 
him fast. Amid the settling darkness 
and louder than the crash of the rocks 
hear him jeer out these words: “Ah, you 
poor wretch! I knew you were an im- 
postor! You pretended to be a God, and 
yet you let these legions master you!”

RESTORING GA GALVESTON. 


Normal Conditions Are Fast Being 
Restored. s 


HUNDREDS OF BODIES OREMATED. 


The Only Methods of Avoiding a Ter- 
rible Pestilence—To Reopen the 
Schools the First of Oétober—Tetal 
Death List Now Placed at 12,000, 


Galveston, Tex., Sept. 20. — Normal 
conditions are fast being restored in 
Galveston. The work of clearing the 
streets of debris continues unabated 
and all relief work is now thoroughly, 
Systematized. Several human bodies 
were found yesterday, No attempt was | 
made to identify them and they were 
immediately cremated. . 

Ninety-eight bodies are reported as | 
having been found in the wreckage | 
and removed Tuesday, making a to- 
tal of 1,870 victims so far recovered. 
The list is far short of the accurate 
number of dead found, because no of- 
ficial records are kept. Bodies found 
are buried or cremated, and no sys- 
tematic record has been kept. Over a 
hundred bodies were recovered and 
cremated on Sunday, and on Monday 
as many more. Several hundred bodies 
have thus been burned on funeral 
pyres of which there can be ne exact 
record, 

The water works system is being 
gradually restored and the mains are 
now supplying the various hospitals, 
The electric lights are also being rap- 
idly pushed. 

“There are only ten houses in a 
habitable condition south of High Isl-- 
and,” says 8. H. Spangler, general man- 
ager of the Gulf and Interstate Rall- 
way company, who returned yesterday 
from a tour of inspection of the prop- 
erty of his company. “There were 
thousands of bodies of dead animals 
and about 850 bodies of human beings 
found there. The latter have been 
partially buried, but the hands and 
feet are protruding from the earth in 
many places and there are not enough 
people left in that section to bury the 
dead.” 

Mr. Spangler will endeavor to get a 
party from here to go over and com- 
plete the work of burying the dead. 

Efforts are being made to open the | 
public schools on Oct. 1, the date set 
before the storm for their opening. 
Three of the school buildings can be 
made habitable at slight cost. 

The losses to the life insurance com- 
panies are setimated at $500,000. Most 
of those who carried old line life pol- 
icles escaped. The fraternal orders will 
lose quite heavily. 

The most reliable informaiton now 
obtainable places the dead at between 
5,000 and 5,500. A census bureau was 
established, and placed in operation 
yesterday. A mortuary buréau has 
also been opened, where relatives or 
friends are to take oath of the known 
death of persons lost in the storm. 
These bureaus will materially assist in 
a more accurate record of the dead. 

Governor Sayers issues a statement 
in which he says: 

“The loss of life occasioned by the 
storm in Galveston and elsewhere on 
the southern coast cannot be less than 
12,000 lives, while the loss of property 
will probably aggregate $20,000,000. 
Notwithstanding this severe affliction 
I have every confidence that the 
stricken districts will rapidly revive.” 

The report that Miss Clara Barton 
is ill and that she has been compelled 
to leave is an error. She is indisposed, 
though not seriously so, and remains 
in her room, but she is directing the 
work of her assistants. 


A CINCINNATI | HOLOCAUST, 


Six Dead aad Two Fatally injered ta 
a Nursery. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 18—An old four- 
story ‘tenement building at No. 408 
East Front street, used as a branch 
nursery of the Salvation Army, burt- 
ed last evening and its occupants were 
so imprisoned that six were sufo- 
cated to death and others seriously in- 
jured. The children were left in the 
nursery each morning by mothers 
while the latter were at work. Har- 
kins lost his life while trying to save 
his motherless children. The dead 
are: James Harkins, painter, aged 
40 years: Herbert Harkins, aged 
4 years, his son; Rhoda Harkins, aged 
5 months, his daughter; Maggie Will- 
liams, aged 3 months; Edward Mullen, 
aged 4 years; Myrtle Ferrell, aged 
G years. Seriously injured: Post 
Captain Elizabeth Erickson, of New 
York, a native of Sweden, aged 26; 
Staff Captain Bertha Anderson, of Chi- 
cago, aged 35, also a native of Sweden, 


The Filipinos Again Active. 

Manila, Sept. 20.—During the last 
seven days there has been a distinct 
increase of insurgent aggression, par- 
ticularly near Manila, ung the rail- 
road, and in the provinces of Laguna, 
Morong, Bulucan, Neuva Ecija and 
Pampanga, culminating Monday in an 
engagement near Siniloan, at the east 
end of Laguna de Bay, in which 90 
men of the Fifteenth and Thirty- 
seventh regiments met a thousand in- 
surgents. The American loss was 12 
killed, including Capt. David D. Mitch- 
ell and Second Lieut. Geo. A. Cooper, 
both of the Fifteenth infantry, 26 
wounded and five missing, who are 
probably dead.

WHEELER LINE SOLD. 


Choptank and Tred Avon Line Purchased 
by a Syndicate. 

A Syndicate has purchased the per- 
sonal and real property of the Wheeler 
Transportation Line. 

The Wheeler line of steamers was es- 
tablished some years ago and operates 
on the Great Choptank and Tred Avon 
rivers. The vessels were used almost 
exclusively for the transportation of 
freight and built up a lucrative busi- 
ness. Several yearsago the manage 
ment entered into the passenger traffic 
as well and the steamer Easton was 
built to acoomodate the increased bus- 
iness. The property is said to be a 
paying one. 

While no one interested will tell who 
are in the deal, it can be stated from 
good authority that the syndicate is 
composed of Baltimore, Philadelphia 
and New York capitalists, 

Some time ago it was reported that 
the property was sought by the United 
States Express Company, which was 
frozen out of the territory covered by 
this line when the Baltimore, Chesa- 
peake and Atlantic railway was pur 
chased by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, and it is not anlikely that it 
is still interested in getting back 
along the route. 

The Wheeler Line is a competitor of 
the Baltimore, ‘Chesapeake and Atlantic 
railway and it has been suggested that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
was anxious to secure the property. 
This, however, is denied by one of the 
Baltimore, Chesapeake and Atlantic 
Railroad officials. Mr Eimer Wheeler 
is the general manager of the line.

SURE, SAV. oR TALMAGE.

Sims Are Pan by Keen 
= Tastrumeatse—No Calamity Happens 
by Chance, but Is Directed by Di- 
' vine Wisdom. 


W. von, Bept. 18. Dr. Talmage, 
in Journey westward through Eu- 
tecently visited scenes of thrill- 
ing events. He senda this ser- 
gon, in which he shows that nations are 
judged in this world and that God re- 
wards them for their virtues and punish- 
es them for their crimes. The text is 
Isaiah vii, 20, “In the same day shall the 
Lord shave with a razor that is bired, 
namely, by them beyond the river, by 
the king of Assyria.” 

The Bible is the boldest book ever writ- 
ten. There are no similifudes in Ossian 
or the ‘Iliad or the Odyssey so daring. 
Its imagery sometimes seems on the 
verge of the reckless, but only seems so, 
The fact is that God would startle and 
arouse and propel men and nations. A | 
tame aud limping similitude would fail 
te accomplish the object. While there 
are times when he employs in the Bible 
the gentle dew and the morning cloud 
and the dove and the daybreak in the 
presentation of truth, we often find the 
fron chariot, the lightning, the earth- 
quake, the spray, the sword and, in my 
text, the razor. This keen bladed instru- 
ment has advanced in 8 ee 
the In Bible times and lands the 
. uncut save in the sea- 
sons of mourning and humiliation, but 
the razor was always a suggestive sym- 
bol. David said ot Doeg, bis antagonist, 
“Thy tongue is a sharp razor working 
deceitfully"—that is, it pretends to clear 
the face, but is really used for deadly in- 


cision. 

In this striking text this weapon of the 
toilet appears under the following cir- 
cumstances: Judæa needed to have some 
of its prosperities cut off, and God sends 
against it three Assyrian kings—firet 

‘Bennacherib, then Esarhaddon and after- 
ward Nebuchadnezzar. These three 
sharp invasions that cut down the glory 
of Judea are compared to so many 
sweeps of the razor across the face of 
the land. And these devastations were 
called a hired razor because God took the 
kings of Assyria, with whom he had no 
-sympathy, to do the work and paid them 
in palages and spoils and annexations. 
These kings were hired to exveute the 
divine bebests. And now the text. which 
on Ita first reading may have seemed triv- 
ial or inapt, is charged with momentous 
import, “In the same day shall the Lord | 
shave with a razor that is hired, namely, | 
by them beyond the river, by the king of 
Assyria.” 
Rasore ef Judgment. 

Well, if God's judgments are rasors, 
we had better be careful how we use 
them on other people. In careful sheath 
these domestic weapous are pul away 
where no ape by accident may touch 
them and where the bands of children 
may not reach them. Such instruments | 
must be carefully handled or not handled 
at all. But how recklessly some people 
wield the judgments of God! If a man 
meets with business misfortune, how 
many there are ready to cry out: “That | 
is a judgment of God upon him because 
he was unscrupulous or arrogant or over- | 
reaching or miserly. I thought he would 
get cut down. What a clean sweep of 
everything! His city house and country | 
Dong gone. His stables emptied of all 
the fine bays and sorrels and grays that | 
used to prance by his door. All his re- | 
sources overthrown and all that he prid- 
ed himself on tumbled into demolition. 
Good for him!" Stop, my brother. Don't 
sling around too freely the judgments of 
God, for-they are razors. 

Some of the most wicked business men 
e@tcceed, and they live and die in prosper- | 
ity, and some of the most honest and 
Conscientious are driven Into bankruptcy. 

Perhaps the unsuccessful man's manner 
was unfortunate, and he was not really 
“n prond as be looked ta be. Some of 
those who carry their hends erect and look 
imperial are humble as a child, while 
many a man in seedy coat and slouch bat 
wand unblacked shoes is as proud as Luei- 
fer. You cannot tell by a man's look. 
“Perbaps be was not unscrupulous in busi- 
ess, for there are two sides to every 
Story, and everybody that accomplishes 
anything for bimself or others gets ia 
@ustriously lied about. Perhaps his busi- 
pees Misfortune was vot d punishment, 
bat the fatherly discipline to prepare him 
for heaven, and God may love hiw far 
more than he loves you, who can pay dol- 
lar for dollar and are put down in the 
commercial) catalogues as Al. Whom the 
Lord loveth he gives $400,000 and tets 
die on embroidered pillows? No; whom 
the Lord loveth he chasteneth. Better 
keep your hand off the Lord's razors, lest 
“they cut and wound people that do not 
Geserve it. If you want to shave off 
some of the bristling pride of your owa 
beart, do so, but be very careful how 
me put the sharp edge on others, How 

do dislike the behavior of those persons 

who when people are unfortunate say, 

J told you so—getting punished—served 
him right!" If those I-told-you-so’s got 
wthelr desert, they would long ago have 
been pitched over the battlements. The 
mote in their nighbor’s eyes, so small 
that it takes a microscope to find it, 
gives them more trouble than the beam 

which obacures their own optica, With 
air sometimes aupercilious and sometimes 

rasaical and always blasphemous they 
ke the razor of divine judgment and 
sharpen it on the hone of their own bard 
hearts and then go to work on men 
eprawied out at full length under disas- 
ter, cutting mercilessly. They begin by 
soft expressions of sympathy and pity 
and half praise and lather the victim all 
ever before they put on the sharp edge.

Repecially ought we to be apologetic 
and merciful toward those who, while 
they have great faults, have also great 
virtnes.

I must not be too much enraged at a 
nettle along the fence if it be in a field 
containing 40 acres èf ope Michigan 
wheat. Some time ago natoralists told 
us there was on the sun à spot 20,000 
miles long, but from the brightness and 
warmth I concluded it was a good deal 
of a sun still.

Again, when I read in my text that the 
Lord shaves with the hired razor of As- 
syria the land of Judæa I think myself of | 
the precision df God's providence. A| 
razor swung the tenth part of an inch 
out of the right line means either failure 
or laceration, but God's dealings never 
slip, and they do not miss by the thou- 
sandth part of an inch the right direc- 
tion. People talk as though things in 
this world were at loose ends. Cholera 
sweeps across Marseilles and Madrid and 
Palermo, and we watch anxiously. Will 
the epidemic weep Europe and Amer- 
ica? People say, “That will entirely de- 
pend on whether the Inoculation is a 
successful experiment; that will depend 
entirely on quarantine regulations: that 
will depend on the early or late appear- 
ance of frost. That epidemic is pitched 
into the world, and it goes blundering 
across the continents, and it is all guess- 
work and an appalling perhaps.” I think, 
perhaps, that God had something to do 
with it and that his mercy may have 
in some way protected us; that be may 
have done as much for us as the quaran- 
tine and the health officers. It was right 
and a necessity that all caution should 
be used, but there have come cnonghmac- 
aroni from Italy, and enough grapes from 
the south of France, and enough rags 
from tatterdemalions, and hidden in these 
articles of transportation enough chob 
eraic germs to have left by this time all 
the cities mourning in the cemeteries, I 
thank all the doctors and quarantines, 
but more than all, and first of all, and 
last of all, and all the time, I thauk God. 
In all the 6.000 years of the world's ex- 
istence there has not one thing merely 
“happened so.” God is not an anarchist, 
but a King, a Father.

National Sine Panished. 

Further. my text tells ux that God 
sometimes shaves nations, “In the same 
day shall the Lord shave with a razor 
that is hired.” With one sharp sweep he 
went across Judæa, and down went ite 
pride and its power. In 1861 God shaved 
the American nation. We had allowed 
to grow Sabbath desecration and oppres 
Mon Wie baspuemy aud ra and Te 
purity and all sorts of turpitude. The 
south had its sins. and the north its sins, 
and the east its sins, and the west its 
sins. We had been warned again and 
again, and we did not heed, At length 
the sword of war cut from the St. Law- 
rence to the gulf and from Atlantic sea- 
board to Pacific seaboard. The pride of 
the land, not the cowards, but the beroes, 
on both sides went down, And that 
which we took for the sword of war was 
the Lord's razor. In 1862 ngain it went 
across the land: in 1863 again: in 184 
again. Then the sharp instrument was 
incased and put away. 

Never in the history of the ages was 
any land wore thoroughly shaved than 
during those four years of civil combat, 
and, my brethren, if we do not quit someof 
our Individual and national sins the Lord 
will again take us in hand. He has other 
razors within reach besides war—epidem- 
ics, droughts, deluges, plagues—grasshop- 
per and locust—or our overtowering suc 
cess may so far excite the jealousy of 
other lands that under some pretext the 
great nations may combine to put us 
down. Our nation, so easily approached 
on north and south and from both oceans, 
might have on hand at once more hostili | 
tles than were ever arrayed against any 
one power. I hope no such combination 
against us will ever be formed, but I 
want to show that. as Aasyrin wae the 
hired razor against Judea, and Cyrus the 
hired rasor against Babylon, and the 
Huns the bired razor agaiust the Gotha, 
there are now many razors that the Lord 
could hire it, because of our national 
sins, he should undertake to shave us. 
In 1870 Germany was the razor with 
which the Lord shaved France. Japan 
was the razor with which be shaved Chib 
na and America the razor with which he 
shaved arrogant, oppressive and Bible 


bating Spain. Hut nations are to repent 
in a day. May a speedy and worldwide 
coming to God hinder on both sides the 
pea all national calamity, But do not let 
as as a nation either by unrighteous law 
at Washington or bad lives among our 
selves defy the Almighty

DROUGHT - RESISTING VARIETIES 


There are two things to be considered 
where one wishes to raise small fruits 
in a dry time. Ono in to get the varie- 
ties best adapted to drought: the next 
is to handle the soil so as to retain as 
much moisture as possible. There ispo 
doubt about the fact that some varie 
ties are better able to wake a crop in a 
dry time than are others This is just 


us true of strawberries as it is of fodder | 


plants. We have all seen how the 
cloyer jumps up and grows on the mes- 
dows after cutting. The drier the ses- 
son the more noticeable is this 
growth of clover, because the timothy 
and other grasses cannot grow as rapid- 
ly in a drought as the clover does. The 
roots of the clover reach down deeply, 
and thus the plant is better able to 
make uve of the eoil’s moisture. In the 
same way, certain varieties of straw- 
berries evidently have a better root 
system than others, aod are thus able 
to perfect their fruit. Some of the 
fruit wers near Mr. Siddon's place 
are still wing the old Wilson and 
other varieties that were popular 25 

ears ago. Since that time there have 
— wonderful improvements in varie 
tion.

The fact that the jury had deliber- 
ated all of Tuesday afternoon without | 
reaching a verdict led to the belief 
that it was hopelessly divided, and this 
fact made the verdict shocking to How- | 
ard and those who hoped for his ulti- | 
mate $ 

Howard did not lose his composure | 
when the verdict calling for the ex- | 
treme penalty of the law was read in 
the crowded court room. He glanced 
at his attorneys and smiled, but sald 
nothing. After the jury had been dis- 
charged Howard was taken back to 
the jail, and here for the first time 
he betrayed emotion. He called for a 
pen and paper and wrote a long letter 
to his wife, during which tears coursed 
down his cheeks. He was joined later 
by his attorneys, who spent a good 
part of the day in conference with him 


je 


in regard to the motion for a new 
trial, which will be filed today, and 
other matters In connection with the 
case. 

W. H. Culton, who is under indict- 
ment as an accessory to the Goebel 
murder and who gave damaging evi- 
dence against both Howard and Caleb 
Powers, was released on ball yester- 
day afternoon and his case was con- 
tinued until the January term, His 
„bond was fixed at $10,000, and his 
brother-in-law, B. N. Hogg, of Owsley 
county, and J. F, Halcombe and John 
Johnson, of Jackson county, became 
his sureties. 

Howard and his friends are very 
bitter in their denunciation of witness- 
e- Who, it is charged, were in the con- 
spiracy to murder Goebel, and who 
have since been manufacturing testi- 
mony against others in order to ob 
tain Immunity for themselves. How- 
ard was represented by ex-Congress- 
man W. C. Owens; of Georgetown, and 
Car! Little, of Manchester. The prose- 
cution was represented by Acting Com- 
monwealth Attorney Williams, T. 0. 
Campbell, of Cincinnati, and H. E. 
Golden, of Barboursyille. 5 

“Jim” Howard, as he is commonly 
known in the mountains, is a striking- 
ly handsome man, 44 years of age, and 
would be one of the last to be pointed 
out by a stranger as the man on trial. 
He had the record, however, of being 
the leader of the Howard-White fac- 
tion in the Baker-Howard feud in Clay 
county, in which numerous lives were 
taken.

The Presentation ef Cheeks After |

death of William Marsh Rice, who 
died Sunday night from natura! causes, 
according to Dr. Curry's certificate, at 
the Berkshire apartment house on 
Madison avenue.

Among the principal shipping and 
selling companies which compose the 
Bessemer ore producers’ trust is 

M. A. HANNA & CO, 

This year this trust the Bessemer 
Ore Producers’ Association met at 
Cleveland, O. They fixed the basic 
price of Bessemer ore delivered at lake 
ports at $6.50 per ton, This was an in- 
crease of $2.60 per ton over the price of 
1809 and of $2,75 over that of 1896. So 
that the price of Senator Hanna’s trusts 
commodity has doubled since 1896, 

The other trust, the producers of 
non-Bessemer ore, met at the same city 
in the same week and raised the price 
of their ore from $2 to $4.25. 

The actual cost of laying down Bee- 
semer ore in Cleveland is about one 
dollar a ton. By reason of the monop- 
oly in transportation and in mining the 
price is $5.60, so that with an annual 
production of 20,000,000 tons of ore the 
yearly tribute to monopoly is $90,000,- 
000, of which the man who says that 
trusts do not exist gots his share. 

Competition from Canadian mines 
and a consequent fall in price would 
follow if the tariff tax of 40 centa a ton 
were repealed. 

The Eastern section of the United 
States suffers enormously from the 
duty on ore. It cannot obtain the Bes- 
semer ore which it needs. Asa result 
the Pennsylvania Steel Company's 

works at Stelton, Pa., and at Spar- 
row’s Point, Md., have been idle much 
of the time for eight years, while the 
steel industries of New England have 
become nearly extinct. So far as they 
exist at all it is by the consent of the 
Tron and Coal Trusts of Pennsylvania. 

The Democratic remedy for truste of 
this nature, indorsed by Mr. Bryan, is 
to repeal the duty that fosters and pro-

We 
envy those people who bear themselves 
through life without any perturbation, 
and we flatter ourselves that bowever lit- 
tle self control we bow have, the 
time will come, the, process of 
years, when we will mellowed, and 
softened and the wrong gs which are 
iù us now will then be all right, forgetful 


ef the fact that an evil habit in our na- 


tare will grow into larger proportions 
and that an-iniquity not corrected will 
become the grandfather of a whole gen- 
eration of iniquities.

-| This tax is to be borne equally by the

“The law is hurting the industry and 
taking.from the workingmen of Balti- 
more employment they have always 
had in the past. It increases the area of 
the beds attached to the counties on 
each side of the bay and curtails the 
State beds to a very narrow strip down 
the middle of the Chesapeake.

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THE SALISBURY CANNERY. 


Messrs. Roberts Bros. Have Had a Suc- 
cessful Season. 


The Messrs. Roberts Brothers, of Bal- 
timore, have had a successful season 
operating the Salisbury cannery, which 
the Salisbury Board of Trade leased 
last Spring for $150 and placed’ at the 
Messrs. Roberts’ disposal for the pres- 
ent season on condition that they would 
operate it. 

The results are proving mutually sat- 
isfactory. The one serious drawback is 
the shortness of the tomato crop, due to 
the great heat of July and August. 
The quality, however, is good, Another 
thing complained of by the manager is 
the indifference of the peelers. They 
appear in sufficient. numbers, but are 
inclined to waste- much time in going 
to and leaving the factory. 

The tomato pack for the season, which 
will last ten days longer, will approxi 
mate 15,000 cases. The firm has about 
10,000 cases of peaches processed, and is 
debating whether it shall try pears and 
potatoes. Mr. Jas, H. Smith of Parsons 
district, has offered to the firm 2000 
baskets of pears. 

The firm has employed 150 laborers, 
whose wages will aggregate, for the 
season, about $4000. This, with the 
$6000 paid to the farmers for the fruit, 
will distribute in the locality 810,000. 
00, a sum that will beneficially affect 
local trading and commerce. 

Mr. W. H. Riggin is the book keeper 
of the firm.
